Impeachment  pleas  grow 

Letters  running  35  to  1  in  favor

WASHINGTON  (UPIi  -  Letters  are 
pouring  Into  the  offices  of  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee  at  the  rate  of  5,000  to 
MM  a  day  and  running  better  than  36  to  1 
tottvor  of  the  impeachment  of  President 

By  Friday,  the  committee  staff  had 
tabulated  all  the  letters,  telegrams  and 
petitions  received  through  Nov.  5.  The 
tally  showed  76,134  persons  favoring 

impeachment  and  2.168  against  im- 
peachnieni  aud  backi;:^  Nixon 


An  aide  to  the  committee, 
been  Investigating  possible  grounds  for 
impeachment,  said  he  was  impressed  that 
most  of  the  communications  appeared 
spontaneous  and  unsolicited,  unlike  the 
orchestrated  letter  campaigns  which 
deluged  the  committee  in  the  past  on  the 
busing  issue  and  civil  rights 

Most  of  the  appeals  were  simple  and 
direct  like  one  from  a  Chicago  woman  who 
wrote.  "Put  impeachment  as  your  first 
grder  of  business." 

Some  persons  sent  newspaper  clippings, 
full-page  ads  calling  for  impeachment  and 
Impeachment  coupons  clipped  from  un- 
derground newspapers.  But  very  few  of

the  letters  read  as  if  they  were  copied  from 
a  form  suggested  by  some  groups  which 
have  been  organized  to  advocate  or  fight 
impeachment. 

One  aide  who  has  been  opening  the 
letters  said  that  less  than  one  in  20  could  be 
interpreted  as  part  of  an  orchestrated 
campaign.  He  said  the  daily  flow  of  letters 
into  the  office  has  remained  fairly  con- 
stant, ranging  from  a  low  of  5.000  to  as 
many  as  17,000,  according  to  latest 
developments  in  the  Watergate  case.

"Our  family  is  in  favor  of  impeaching 
Mr.  Nixon,"  said  a  couple  from  Anaheim, 
Calif.,  writing  in  longhand  on  lined 
notebook  paper.  "He  mutt  not  be  allowed 
to  continue  in  office.  No  one  person  is 
above  the  law,  no  one  person  can  set 
himself  up  as  supreme  ruler." 

A  woman  from  upper  New  York  State 
said  bluntly:  "Richard  Nixon  must  resign 
or  be  impeached.  The  disclosure  of  the 
missing  tapes,  following  so  closely  upon 
the  dismissal  of  special  prosecutor  Ar- 
chibald Cox,  is  the  last  straw.  There  is 
ilng  Mr.  Nixon  or  his  staff  can  say  that 
will  dispel  the  aura  of  untruths  that  have 
been  forthcoming  from  the  White  House 
during  his  administration."

Hide  'n  seek  with  Housing 


Students  didn't  know  where  they  stood  on  off-campus 
permits  this  year  with  the  administration  changing  its  mind 
on  the  issue  every  few  months.  It  all  started  last  summer  when 
the  administration  decided  that  anyone  with  less  than  99 
hours  had  to  live  on  campus  or  with  relatives. 

So  much  hell  was  raised  by  students  that  Dr.  Steen 
proclaimed  any  student  who  would  be  21  by  September  could 
get  an  off-campus  permit  since  they  had  waited  so  long  just  to 
have  the  rules  changed. 

Some  were  able  to  escape  another  year  of  dorm  living  with 
the  help  of  their  parents,  forged  letters  and  make  believe 
relatives.  Those  who  did  get  off  were  subject  to  investigation 
by  Housing.  Watergate  methods  were  used  to  track  down 
students  who  were  living  off  campus  illegally. 

A  large  number  of  students  were  caught  attempting  to  live 
outside  the  "harmonious"  trappings  of  the  dorm  and  were 
forced  to  move  out  of  their  apartments  and  houses  with  the 
threat  of  disciplinary  probation  for  falsifying  university 
records. 

By  the  middle  of  the  Spring  semester,  however,  the  rules 
had  changed  again.  Students  now  with  at  least  66  hours  can 
choose  to  live  either  in  the  dorm,  school  apartments  or  off 
campus.  Students  left  for  the  summer  still  not  sure  what  the 
rules  would  be  when  they  returned  for  the  fall  term. 
Hopefully  the  administration  won't  change  its  mind  again.

On  returning  in  the  Fall,  students  were  faced 
with  two  major  elections. 

Memories  of  Apple  Springs  and  bootlegging 
came  to  mind  when  the  legal  sale  of  alcohol  was 
threatened  by  a  local  option  election  in  Septem- 
ber. Students  joined  forces  with  Nacogdoches 
residents  to  defeat  the  "drys"  4,662-2,627. 

Only  1,000  students  voted  in  the  constitutional 
ratification  election  in  October.  Apathy  won 
another  victory  as  9,000  of  the  silent  majority 
again  remained  silent. 

The  new  student  Constitution  was  approved, 
creating  a  three-branch  student  government  and 
bill  of  rights.

Women's  sports  .  .  . 


an  editorial  comment 

In  everyday  life  women  appear  to  live  an 
equal  life  as  compared  with  men.  There  is  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  discrimination  exists. 
The  best  example  of  this  is  women's  sports. 

SFA  women  compete  in  seven  varsity 
sports.  Men  only  participate  in  five.  However, 
the  men's  varsity  athletic  department  operates 
on  a  $288,000  plus  budget  and,  in  addition,  the 
men's  intramural  program  received  $21,825. 
The  women's  varsity  and  intramural  programs 
together  only  received  $21,825. 

Where  does  the  money  for  sports  come 
from?  Ninety  percent  comes  from  the  $30  stu- 
dent service  fee  which  every  student  must  pay 
regardless  of  sex.  Women  receive  less  than 
five  percent  of  this  money.  Is  this  not  discrimi- 
nation from  the  beginning? 

SFA  women  sportsters  are  dedicated  ath- 
letes and  their  coaches  are  volunteers.  By  vol- 
unteer, I  mean  they  are  unpaid  and  are  not 
allotted  any  special  time  to  work  with  their 
teams.  Men  coaches,  excluding  John  Levra, 
are  allotted  one  fourth  of  their  time  to  coach- 
ing. 

The  women's  program  is  on  a  2.0  GPA  basis 
and  women  do  not  receive  the  special  advan- 
tages men  athletes  seem  to  enjoy  gradewise  by 
playing.  Dr.  Steen  said  equality  for  women's 
sports  has  not,  as  yet,  been  a  major  topic  of 
discussion  at  the  President's  Council.  He  does 
promise,  however,  that  "we'll  try  to  keep  pace 
with  the  other  schools  in  our  category." 

Why  does  SFA  have  to  wait  on  other  col- 
leges to  make  the  first  step?  For  once,  why 
can't  SFA  learn  to  walk  without  some  other 
school  taking  the  necessary  first  step?
